Kx]»erimcntins 
with, the new microbe Dr. Doyen 
found that he was able to reproduce 
cancer. Later by subcutaneous injec- 
tion of a sterilized solution of toxines 
derived from tHe new microbe he suc- 
ceeded in producing in cancerous pa- 
tients a reaction resembling the cf- 
focts produced in tuberculosis sub- 
jects by Prof. Koch's tuberoulinc, that 
's, tending to prevent, a return of the 
faneorou.s prowtb. Dr. Doyen does* not 
assett. th.it his e.\i>-. rimcrtt:; aro con- 
chum<\ but s.dj'H thai tlw1 result of 
Inabi carried on for six months has 
boon iiio.it satisiactory.

THE PECULIAR WEATHER THAT MADE 


1816 A PHENOMENON. 


N'o Summer Except What Little Came 


In December—In New England tlte 


i Year Was Called "Eighteen. Hun- 


dred and Starve to Death." 


European and American data repre- 


rcut tin' year as having been phenomenal 
In almost every particular. In New Eng- 
land'the year went by the name of "eight- 
een hundred and starve to death," and 
the summer months are known in history 
as "the cold summer of 1816," so remark- 
able was the temperatnre. 


The sun's rays seemed to be destitute 


of heat, and all nature was clad in a sa- 
ble hue. Men and women became fright- 
ened and imagined that the fire in the 
sun was being rapidly extinguished and 
that the world would soon come to an 
end. Ministers took the phenomenon for 
the text of their sermons, and pseudo sci- 
entific men talked of things they knew 
not of, while the fanatics took advantage 
of the occasions to form religious organi- 
zations. 


The winter of 1815-10 was very cold in. 


Europe, but comparatively mild in this 
country, and did not in any way indicate 
the severe weather that soon prevailed. 
Kvcn the almanacs were silent, and, al- 
though the usual indications "about now 
look out for cold weather" or "this is a 
good time for snow" were entered in the 
regular portions of the book devoted to 
the winter predictions, those used for 
chronicling the pleasanter months had no 
such alarming warnings. 


.lanuary was mild, so much so that for 


days the people allowed their fires to go 
out, as artificial heat made the buildings 
uncomfortably 
warm. 
This pleasant 


weather was broken by a severe cold 
snap in February, but this low tempera- 
ture passed in a few days, and a warmer 
condition similar to the month previous 
set in. March "came in like a lion, but 
went out like a lamb." There was noth- 
ing unusual in the climatic conditions oC 
the month which differed from those gen- 
erally found in the windy season. April 
was the advance guard of this strango 


i freak in temperature. The early days 


.were warm and bright, but as the month 
drew to a close the cold increased until it 
rnded in ice and snow and a very low 
temperature. To those who delighted in 


,, balmy May days and loved to watch the 


budding flowers the May of 1810 was a 
bitter disappointment. True, buds came, 


' but so did the frost, and one night laid all 


vegetation a blackened waste. Corn was 
killed, and the iields had-to be made ready 
for another planting, but the people's as- 
tonishment 
was 
complete whou 
they 


found ice formed to the thickness of half 
an inch in the pools. June, the "jnonth of 
roses," was this year a month of ice and 
desolation. The "oldest inhabitant" was 
surprised, for never before had the nior- 
cury sunk so low in the tube in these lat- 
itudes in the last month of spring. Frost, 
ice and snow were common. Almost ev- 
ery green thing that had taken advantage 
of a few warm days to develop was 
killed, and various kinds of fruit wore 
nearly all destroyed. One day tho beauti- 
ful snow fell to a depth of ten inches in 
Vermont, seven 
inches in Maine and 


three inches in Massachusetts and cen- 
tral New York. Mattprs were beginning 
to be interesting. I'eoiflt were undecided 
whether to spend the winter in the south 
or at the seashore and mountains. One 
day the latter resorts were desirable, nnd 
the next would decide, in favor of the 
former, but on tbo whole the southern 
clime was preferred. 


July was accompanied by frost nud 


ice, and those who celebrated the glorious 
Fourth "not wisely but too well" found 
an abundance 6f ice handy for immediate 
use the next morning. It was not very 
thick, not more thnn one-sixteenth of an 
inch, but it was ice, and it caused the 
good people of New England, New York 
and some sections of IVunsylvania to 
look grave. That month Indian corn was 
destroyed in all but the most favored lo- 
cntions, nnd but a small quantity escaped. 


Surely August would put an end to 


such cold weather, but the farmers as 
well as hotel proprietors were doomed to 
disappointment. The midsummer month 
was if possible more cheerless than the 
days already passed. Ice formed even 
thicker than it had done the month be- 
fore, and corn was so badly frozen that 
it was cut for fodder, and almost every 
green plant in this country as well as 
i Europe was frozen. 
Papers 
received 


from England stated that the year 1SHJ 
would be remembered by the generation 
then living as a year in which there was 
no summer. 


What little corn ripened in the unrx- 


posed states was worth almost its weight 
in silver, and farmers were compelled to 
provide themselves with corn grown in 


<-'•- 3&li> for the seed they used in the spring 


'of 1817. This seed never cost so much, 


,,-being difficult to get even at $5 per 


Tjnshel. 
'{"•The last month of summer was ushered 
Sn bright and warm, and for two weeks 
the now almost frozen people began to 
thaw out. It was the mildest weather of 
the year, and just as the inhabitants got 
fairly to appreciate it old Roreas and 
Jack Frost came along and whitened nnd 
hardened everything iu their path. Ou 
the 16th ice formed a quarter of an inch 
thick, nnd winter clothing that had been 
laid away for a few days was again 
brought forth and wrapped round shiver- 
ing humanity. By this time the people 
had given dp all hopes of again seeing 
the Dowers bloom or hearing the birds 
sing and began to prepare for a hard 
: winter. 


October kept up the reputation of its

A Grevrsome Tradition and Some 


Itcul Ulntory SurroundJus It- 


Within a mile of Shelbyville, Term., 


there was once a ford in Duck river 
called "Skull Camp ford." The river is 
now crossed at that point by a bridge 
called, popularly and officially, "Skull 
Camp bridge." In early days the ford 
was used as a sort of milepost, thus "so 
many miles to.or from Skull Camp ford," 
but whence or why this singular name 
not a dozen persons ill Bedford county 
can answer. 


There is a tradition which has been 


handed down from, father to son for 
years that at one time a great battle was 
fought between the whites and Indians at 
this point aud that the bodies of the 
slain were left \uibimcd on tho scene. 
Some thought that De Soto on his fa- 
mous march to the discovery of the Mis- 
sissippi river fought the battle, but other 
traditions had it that the battle was 
fought by early settlers or prospectors in, 
tills section. Yet no cue can point to a 
historical mention of such a battle. 


Old men who were here as early as 


1803 were wont to say that a baud of 
immigrants from Georgia or South Caio- 
liua, on camping at the ford for rest, 
discovered 
a large number of human 


skulls aud bones lying in heaps about, 
nnd they at once called their camp the 
"Skull ramp." 
The ford took its name 


from this camp, and it was known as 
such to all movers to this section, nnd 
here it has been so called and known 
since the memory of no one now alive 
''runneth to the contrary." 


That human skulls in largo numbers 


were found there is not doubted, but how 
they came there nothing, uulcss the tradi- 
tion mentioned, explains.

lira site's army in 1803 made a slant 
against the advancing cavalry of Iloso- 
cra::«, and it was on the bridge that thi.

Joe Wheeler fortcd his horse to jump 
from a hinh embankment into the river 
and swam to the opposite bank in order 
to escape the crowding and largely out- 
uuml.cring F< derals. Xone of Ihi.;, how- 
ever, explains the name "^Kull e:'.mp." 
and it is to be regretted tl.at no historian 
has yet accounted for it.—St. Louis He- 
public.
